EVERYONE IN THIS SECTION who pays Riverside coun­ 
ty taxes — and that s about all of us 
should be vitally in­ 
terested in the proposal of the Riverside County Association 
of Chambers of Commerce on the formation oi a charter form 
of government. The two major changes would be the method 
of voting on supervisors, and employment of county manager. 


The charter could provide that all voters in the county 
could vote on the candidates in each district instead of just 
their own. Each of the five districts would have a supervisor, 
as at present, but his election would be by the voters at large. 


Speaking to the Palm Springs Kiwanis Club last Tuesday, 
Supervisor Homer Varner of this district said the recommenda­ 
tion would he brought before the Board of Supervisors today 
with the request that the hoard set a date for a public hearing 
on the subject. If approved by the hoard, freeholders would he 
named to draw up a charter and submit to the voters — likely 
at the general election next June. 


Supervisor Varner declared that lie strongly favored the 
change because he feels it would give the desert section of 
the countv an opportunity to vote on all ol the supervisors. 
It Would make the other supervisors more interested in, and 
responsive to, the needs of the desert area. It would not be as 
favorable a move as the redistricting plan proposed a year 
ago but that change was voted down by the supervisors and 
so seems impossible to accomplish. Varner believes this is 
the next best plan. 


If the supervisors give this new proposal the cold shoulder, 
the taxpayers of areas outside of Riverside City 
and parti­ 
cularly the region from Banning to Blythe — should get to 
gether and demand that they he given more equitable repre­ 
sentation. if the hearing on a charter form of government is 
called, Paltn Springs should have a strong committee to study 
the proposal and take an active part in the formation of the 
charter and the campaign to secure its adoption. We would 
want to give the subject further study before deciding definite­ 
ly its advantages to the taxpayers of Paltn Springs but we be­ 
lieve it would prove as beneficial as Supervisor Varner points 
out. 


Citizens here should watch with a great deal of interest what 
happens at the Board of Supervisors meeting in Riverside 
today. Varner says he will make the motion to set a hearing 
date, 
if the motion fails, we will know that the supervisors 
intend to block all efforts of this area to get fair representa­ 
tion. 
If the vote is favorable, we should investigate the pro­ 
posal thoroughly — and without delay. 


So no matter how the board votes on this matter today Palm 
Springs citizens will know what their course of action should 
be — and they should take prompt action accordingly.
